1 . Applicant's response filed on 03/25/2002 has been fully considered. The 
response contains Request for Continued Examination, Preliminary Response, and 
Declaration. 

2. Claim 1 is amended, and claims 1 and 4-8 are pending. 

Response to Preliminary Response 

3. Based on the disclosed Declaration, Applicant shows that Samples 7, 8 and 9 
satisfy the claimed residual torque, KES bending rigidity value B, and tensile strength. 
Therefore, the claimed invention reads upon the disclosed prior art, and claims 1 and 4- 
8 stand rejected. *
